The American Brig Eagle, Lovett, Master, 
arrived here on Thursday last, forty-six days 
from Canton, She,brings December dates of 
news posaessing much interest, The political 
state of affairs there, are every day assuming 
a more violent and threatening aspect, War 
again with England is thought inevitable, and 
“iL bier gees, n congequence, considerably de- 
préssed, The country people are ymted in 
arms pgainst the English flag, and its subjecte 
are Hardly protected ; there seems, indeed, ht- 
tle disposition on’ the part of Government to 
allay the excitement and prevent on alarming 
rupture, or chasten {he various and incensed 
offenders of thé Jaws, The English residents 
were 1n continual apprehengion, and much ex- 
cited. . The causes which led to this alarming 
outbreak are as follows 

A party of six Englishmen proceeding up 
Canton river, on an exeursion of ‘pleasure, 
were attacked by a large hody of armed villa- 
gers, ‘for an alleged ‘injury: received by one of 
then number, and two of the party anstantly 
murdered, "Phe: remaining four were then 
faken captive and dragged through the neigh- 
boring vilfages, cruelly tortured, and at length 
put to death, by means the most inhuman, the 
authorities of the villages approving and as- 
sisting in the massacre; This occurred on the 
5th December. ., On’ the 8th and 9th their bo- 
dies were recovered, shockingly mutilated and 
Ir pins i ;

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ANECDOTES OF GENERAL SCOTT. 
From an old American paper: t 
We have had remarkable men. in almost 
every State, whose sayings and doings deserve 
to be remembered, and transmitted to future 
times; but which can only exist in the memo- 
ry of their acquaintances We propose to fur- 
nish afew anecdotes of General Scott who 
some twenty years ago was Governor of Ken- 
tucky, - 
, Scott was a soldier in the Revolution. And 
It was in that service, we suppose, that he 
learned to swear, ‘That was a blemish in his 
character; bitt he always insisted on it to all 
his friends that they must not mind his swear- 
ing, for he meant no earthly, harm by it 
General Washington reposed great confi- 
dence in Scott, When the fate of the Ámeri- 
can army was supposed to depend on making 
E retreat from the encampment at 
renton, he gave Scott the most dangerous 


and important post, and that was to defend the} , 


bridge against the enemy, until the main ar» 
my sbould get off, Washington having sta- 
tioned him witha small detachment, at the 
post of danger, marched off as if to join the 
army, but he went but a few paces until he 
turned and sat motionless on his horse. His 
fact was turned to Scott and his men. the in- 
dications of gloomy forebodings seemed to 
overshadow his countenance. He was pro- 
bably thinking how much depended on the 
ptudence and firmness of Scott and ns men; 
for the British army was now in sight and ud- 
vancing, Scott, who had been perfectly si- 
lent while Washington was present, when he 
a he was gone, turned to his men and 
said :— 

“Well boys, you know the Old Boss has 
put us here to defend this bridge; and by-—— 
it must be done, let what will come, Now I 
want to tell you one thing, You're all in the 
habit of shooting too ek You waste your 
powder and lead; and I have cursed you 
aboutit an hundred times, Now I want to tell 
you whatit is, nothing must be wasted , every 
crack must count. For that reason, boys, 
whenever you see them fellows first begin to 
put. thew feet upon this, do you shin, 'em." 

At this, Washington did what he was sels 
dom known to do daring the war; he burst 
out into a hearty laugh. Scott looked around 
and to his surprise, saw the Coinmander-in- 
Chief, still sitting ox his horse; they exehaüg- 
ed a pleasant glance, and Washington has- 
tened to join the army. The bridge was suc- 
cessfully defended, and the Anietican army 
preserved, 

Scott had, we are constrained to acknowl- 
edge, another fault beside the one we have 
just mentioned. He was given to romiaficing: 
but we do not know that indulging in this pro- 
pensity, he ever intended to deceive. He Yi- 
sited Kentucky wlieit it waa a wilderness, and 
after he returned to Virginia, he told some 
marvel us tales of the country, He said you 
might every where see the deer, hundreds in: 
a drove, with horns that would measure seven 
Feet from tip to toe, running with the dwift- 
ness of lightning over tho plain, and from hill 
to hill, In speaking soon afterwards of the 
fertility of the soil, he said that the whole 
country was covered with carie, so that it was 
with great difficulty that a rabbit could pass 
through it. 

“Why, how under heaven,” said one of the 
auditors, “do these deer make out to run 
through it at such & rate? 

Scott looked like one caught, for a moment, 
and then immediately replied— 

“Ah, my good sir, that's their look out—it’s 
no concern of mine.” : 

When Scott was d candidate for Governor 
of Kentucky, hé was opposed by Colonel Al. 
len, a hative Kentuckian, a young man of fine 
promise, who was afterwards killed at the Ri- 
ver Raisin They were once both together at 
a general muster, where Allen made a most 
splendid 5peech. The friends of the old Ge- 
neral, knowing that he was no orator, felt dis 
tressed for hini, thiiking that Allen's eloquence 
must give him a great advantage on this ocx 
caaion over the old soldier, When Allen had 
finished, however, Scott mounted the stump, 
and addressed the company nearly as follows 

“Well, boys, I am sure you all must be well 

leased with the speech you baye just heard. 
Ye does my heart good to think we have so 
smart aman raised up among us here. He 
is a native Kentuckian [seb a good many 
of you here that I brought to this country 
when it was a wilderness. At that time we 
hardly expected that we should lve: to see 
such smart men taised up among ourselves. 
You who wero with me in those early umes, 
know we had no time for education, nó means 
of improving from books.- We dated- not 
then go about our most cómmon affairs withs 
out our arms in our hands to defend oursélvés 
against the Indians But we guarded arid

The age in which we live, though no better 
than that of General Scott, makes great pres 
tensions to delicacy and refinement 
Scott was elected Governor by a large ma 
jority. He appointed Bledsoe, a man of fine 
genius, his Secretary of State Bledsoe had, 
of course, to write his message He bestowed 
great labor upon it, and when he had comple- 
ted it, he brought at to the old General for his 
signature, Scott took at and read it all over 
with great care, and when he had finished its 
perusal, he looked up at Bledsoe, with a very 
grave face and said 

“Well Mr. Bledsoe, I know you think you 
are ad sight smarter than Iam, and so 
you are in many respects, but this message, as 
it 18 now, won't do at all you see; I'll be d—— 
af at will.”

CITY OF NAUYOO. 

The Mormon City occupies an elevated po- 
sition, and, as approached from the south, ap- 
pears capable of containing a hundred thousand 
souls, But its gloomy streets bring a most 
meJnucholly disapointment, Where lately re- 
sided no less than twenty-five thousand peo- 
ple, there are not to be seen more than about 
tive hundred; and these, in mind, body and 
purse, seemed to be perfectly wretched Ina 
walk of about ten minutes, [ counted 
hundred chimneys, which were all at Jeast tha 
number of families had left behind them, as 
memorials of their folly, and the wickedness of 
their persecutors When ths city was in its 
glory, every dwelling was surrounded with a 
garden, so that the corporation limits were un- 
commonly extensive; but now all the fences 
are allin ruin, and the lately crowded streets 
actually rank with vegetation Of the houses 
lett standing, not more than gne out of every 
ten is occupied, excepting by the spider an 
the toad. Hardly a window retained a whole 
pane of glass, and the doors were broken, and 
open, and hingeless. Not a single laughing 
voice did. I hear in the whole place, and the 
lines of suffering and care seemed to be im- 


port, my little children cannot go into thé 
streets without being pélted with “stones, and 
my daughters cannot go to the well after a 
pail of water, without being ‘insulted by the 
young and noble among our persecutors. E 
o not deserve this treatment, I am nota 
scoundrel or a foreigner;—far from the truth 
is this supposition, My grandfather, sir, was 
killed at the battle of Yorktown, as an officer 
af the glorious Revolutions my own father; 
too, was also an American army officer during 


the last war; and all my kindred have ever 
ever been faithful to the upright laws of the go.

For the next week more or 
less men were daily brought in, loaded with 
irons and thrust into & loathsome prison which 
wag crowded, that space was not left to lie 
down At last the ship arrived which had 
been chartered to transport them, and they were 
marched on board like criminals between two 
files of soldiers Graham alone was not suf 
fered to walk, but with his irons still on him 
was carried on board on the shoulders of In 
dians 

The brutal treatment of these men on the 
voyage to San Blas, and on the journey from 
that port to the city of Tepic, 1 shall not at» 
tempt to deseribe, as I have no desire to stir 
up feelings which may as well be left at rest, 
but it may well be believed that fechogs were 
excited, ay, deepand burning feelings, that will 
not be soon forgotten by the witnesses as well 
as the victims of these horrible acts of injus- 
tice and cruelty. On their arrival at Tepic 
they were taken from the hands of Castro, and 
his myrmidons by the influence of the British 
Consul and although still prisoners were treated 
with kindness, ‘hey suffered a long deten- 
tion, during which several of the number died, 
By the strenuous exertions of the British 
minister in Mexico, they were finally liberated, 
and those who chose io return to California 
were sent back at the expense of the govern- 
ment. 


From some documents which have but ree 


cently come to light itis rendered probable, 
and almost certain, that the foreigners were 
s ized and sent away prisoners by the express 
orders of the government of Mexico, which 


they were afterwards base enough to deny.
